“CALIFORNIA 
NEWS BRIEFS 


San Jose will be host to the annual 
state meeting of building exchanges 
of California on September 7 and 8, 
according to an announcement from 
W. L. Howe, secretary and manager 
of the local Builders’ Exchange. 

The El Cerrito City Council is con- 
sidering marking traffic lanes in San 
Pablo avenue through the city, segre- 
gating slow moving traffic from fast 
traffic. The plan would be similar to 
the . traffic lanes on peninsula high- 
‘ways. 

A petition, sponsored by the San 
Rafael forum of the Exchange Club 
was sent to officials of the North- 
western Pacific Railroad, asking that 
modern automatic warning signals be 
installed at the Irwin street exten- 
sion; Third, Fourth, Fifth and Mis- 
sion street crossings. 


Finding it cheaper to transport stu- 
dents in its own busses than on con- 
tract, the board of trustees of Wash- 
ington High School will decide the 
type of bus to be acquired. Several 
coaches are now operated by the 
school to carry pupils to and from 
the eight communities in the high 
school district. 


San Joaquin county’s 1929 assess- 
ment roll is 122,000,000, just $15,000,- 
000 greater than 1928. Yet the amount 
of revenues at existing tax rates 
which can be raised from the roll is 
some $13,000 less than last year. This 
is due to a $1,200,000 decrease in vine 
yard assessments caused by shrinkage 
of grape returns which was not made 
up by the $17,000,000 addition to the 
rolls of stocks and bonds. 


The assessed valuation of the city 
of Richmond has been cut nearly a 
million dollars, by the city assessor. 
The valuation this year, exclusive of 
unsecured personal property, is $29,- 
961,585 against $30,925,850 last year. 
Loss of $500,000 formerly assessed 
against the East Bay Water Company, 
now publicly owned, and adjustment 
of various assessments was blamed. 
The county assessment for Richmond 
was increased nearly half a million 
dollars, however. It is $26,415,980 
this year, against $25,930,900 last year. 


Mrs. R. B. Steyer, Lodi, turned her 
car across the road near Angels Camp 
on observing a brush fire, compelling 
dozens of automobilists behind to halt. 
Bha passed word down the line to get 
out and fight the fire. They got out 
with shovels, hose and old sacks and 
extinguished the fire after 30 acres 
had been burned over. 


The reopening of thirty-seven years 
of litigation was seen when Thomas 
H. Brain of Petaluma brought suit 
against Richard L. Crane to quiet tifle 
to a 100-acre ranch near Petaluma, 
formerly owned by plaintiff's father. 
Judgment is also asked for $10,000 
for unlawful possession and for profits 
accrued. In addition $1,000 a year 
rental is asked for half the years. 


Preparations are being made at the 
arsenal at Benecia to mount a giant 
14-inch gun, one of the two designed 
by the army ordinance department 
for Pacific Coast defense. The gun 
weighs 730,000 pounds and will be 
fired from a specially constructed 
railway carriage. It will fire a pro- 


jectile weighing 1,440 pounds for a/|

’ An order restraining the city of 
Vallejo from impounding water in its 
recently constructed dam in Gordon 
Valley, southeastern Napa _ county, 
was issued by Supertor Judge Pm K. 
Parker of Mono County, sitting in the 
Napa court. The dam forms the an | 
mestic water supply for Vallejo and 
Mare Island Navy Yard. Suit to pre- 
vent utilization of the dam, which 
cost more than $1,000,000 to build 
was filed a year and a half ago by 
fifty Susium Creek ranchers, who 
charged the creek’s flow was stopped 
when impounding began. The ranch- 
ers held riparian rights to the water 
of the stream. 

The town of Lawndale, heretofore 
without a town hall, will have one in 
the very near future. Superior Judge 
George H. Buck in Redwood City 
granted the town an interlocutory de 
cree of eminent domain against Mrs. 


Mary Burns, and set the price to be 
paid for the property at $6,000. 

The Richmond Red Cross has peti- 
tioned the city council for financial 
support in maintaining a community 
visiting nurse in the city. 


With mosquito breeding places in 
Napa county eliminated, officials of 
the local abatement district are look- 
ing for a way to keep millions of the 
pesky things from being carried in 
by wind from Sonoma county marshes. 
Anti-mosquito work in Sonoma has 
been allowed to drop and clouds of 
the insects are carried many miles 
into the Napa territory. Napa resi- 
dents and ranchers have kept A. M. 
Emerick, district superintendent, busy 
answering complaints. 


Rounding the halfway mark con- 
siderably behind last year’s record 
breaking pace, building permits in 
Vallejo for the first half of 1929 stood 
at $178,848. The same period during 
1928 established a total of $234,243. 
Permits issued during the month of 
June this year had an aggregate of 
$17,898, while in June of last year 
the total was $19,995. 


Since the beginning of Pittsburg’s 
home building campaign in November 
last, accommodations for over 250 
families have been provided in Pitts- 
burg and its suburbs, according to 
Harry Barnes, manager of the Pitts- 
burg Chamber of Commerce. This 
statement followed the announcement 
of Frank Mellor, building inspector, 
that building permits for the month 
of June totaled 19 with a valuation 
of $53,032. This is an increase of 
nearly $22,000 ovex June last year. 

Despite the fact that the territory 
West of the Mississippi river is 
sparsely populated as compared with 
the Eastern section of the United 
States the West accounts for more 
than 45 per cent of the airplanes in 
operation, according to figures com- 
piled by H. J. Barneson. Californta 
leads all other states with 801 regis- 
trations, which is 14 per cent of the 
total in the United States. New York 
with 658 planes, holds second place 
and Illinois, with 464 registrations oc 
cupies third place. 


A step directed toward the elimina: 
tion of billboards on scenic highways 
was taken when members of the board 
of directors of the Monterey Cham- 
ber of Commerce endorsed proposed 
program for county zoning and build- 
ing ordinance to cover certain classi- 
fied zones. They recommended that 
that the existing regional planning 
commission, which serves until De 
cember $81, take early steps to secure 


an ordinance from the county Board 
of Supervisors, zoning the Monterey 
peninsula-Salinas highway against 


Gol€ shaken out of grass roots. 
This was an actuality when Bob Wat- 
son and T. H. McArdle made a strike 
while digging a trench near the main 
street of Sonora. Gold filled quarts 
valued at several hundred dollars was 
discovered at a depth of two feet, and 
both miners have visions of riches 
as they prepared to follow their treas- 
uré vein. Miners swarmed over this 
Bame ground in the °50’s, when So- 
nora was, the hub of the rich Mother 
Lode. 

An increase in the valuation of Palo 
Alto property for the fiscal year 1929 
80 of $668,300 was announced by the 
city assessor. The assessed valuation 
will be approximately $12,987,350, 
which is comparable with the valua- 
tion of $12,319,050 set in 1928-29. 
There will also be shown an increase 
in unsecured personal property assess- 
ments with the figures set at $470,110 
as compared to $459,670 in 1928-29. 

County committees of the Trails of 
'49 Committee of the Sacramento re- 
gion are being organized in each of 
the twenty-one counties. The secre 
tary of the Sacramento Region Citi- 
zens’ Council, who also serves as sec 
retary of the committee, reported 
that active groups will be at work 
within every one of the counties with- 
in three weeks.

UNIFORM MARRIAGE. 
LAWS ARE ADVISED 


Would Check Rising Tide of 
Divorces, Survey Says. 


New York.—Eleven states of the 
Union still permit girls of twelve to 
marry. In several states marriage li- 
censes are issued by mail, without the 
appearance of either prospective bride 
or groom before the license clerk. 

In many places the license clerk Is 
dependent upon the fees he receives 
for his entire pay, and consequently 
he Issues licenses promiscuously and 
withont questions. 

There are at least 57 “marriage 
market” towns In the United States 
where law ts so lax that justices of 
the peace and “marrying parsons” ad- 
vertise that ceremonies will be per 
formed at any time of day or night, 
and no questions asked. 

These conditions, bronght to light 
In the recent survey conducted by the 
Russell Sage Foundation, explain a 
big percentage of the constantly in- 
creasing number of American divorces, 
according to F. Emerson Andrews, 
who analyzes the foundation's report 
in the current tissue of the North 
American Review. 

Approximately 700,000 persons ifn 
the United States, it was found, have 
participated In marriages involving 
girls under sixteen. Hundreds of 
thousands of others have taken ad- 
vantage of these lax conditions to 
marry bigamously, or while intoxicat- 
ed, or while mentally or physically in- 
competent. 

Practically 100 per cent of such mar- 
riages, Mr. Andrews points out, are 
doomed to end In the divorce courts. 

The states where marriages of girls 
of twelve are permitted are Maine, 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Florida, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, Colorado and Idaho. 
Twenty-four states, including such 
highly developed commonwealths as 
New York, New Jersey, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, still recognize the com- 
mon law marriage, In which a man 
and woman may live together under a 
mere secret agreement between them- 
selves. 

Adoption and enforcement of uni- 
form marriage laws throughout the 
country could quickly check the ris- 
ing tide of divorce at {its source, it is 
shown. Recommendations for such 
laws, made by the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation investigators and published in 
the North American Review article 
are: 

1. Raise the minimum age for mar- 
riage to 16 years every~here, 2. Re- 
quire a notice of intentivh to marry to 
be filed five days bidre the license 
may be issued. 2. Issue licenses at 
regular hours only, on the basis of 
proved age and in the town or coun- 
ty where the bride or groom resides. 
4. Abolish the fee system for payment 
of license clerks. 5. Abolish the fee 
system for the civil solemnization of 
marriage by justices. 6. Let religious 
bodies establish in theological semj- 
naries thorough instruction regarding 
marriage laws, and deal rigidly with 
the commercial practices of ‘marrying 
parsons.” 7, Establish a bureau of 
marriage law supervision in each 
state, 


50 Cents Would Cover 


Cost of Thunderstorm 


Washington.—A half dollar probably 
would pay for all the electricity ex- 
pended In the average thunderstorm, 
the bureau of standards estimated to- 
day. 

At the prevailing rate of 5 cents a 
kilowatt hour, a single flash of light- 
ning {s worth about four-tenths of a 
cent. While a fash in a severe storm 
generates power of 1,000,000 kilowatts, 
capable of doing appalling damage, its 
duration being 8-100,000 of a second, 
it represents but 8-1.000 of a kilowatt 
hour, the basis upon which commer- 
cial current is sold. 

“It is surprising that there are not 
more deaths by lightning,” the bureau 
said. “Reports show that about 00 
persons are killed every year by flash- 
es, The property damage, especially in 
rural districts, however, is tremend- 
ous.” 

Explaining the phenomenon, the bu- 
reau said that large raindrops con- 
taining electrical charges, on striking 
the upper current of air are broken 
into smaller drops and the energy re- 
leased,

GIANT STRIDES MADE 
IN AIR TRANSPORT 


Progress in 1929 to Excel 
Three Years’ Total. 


Washington.—The development of 
the aeronautics and air transport in- 
dustry during the three years’ life of 
the aeronautics branch of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce has been “among 
this country’s outstanding achieve 
ments,” Secretary of Commerce La- 
mont declared recently in surveying 
the present state of development of 
the industry. 

“With the increasing interest being 
shown in this subject by the general 
public, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the iinmediate future will 
bring forth even greater accomplish- 
ments,” he added. 

Secretary Lamont predicted “the 
foundations have been laid for a 
great transportation system over 
which swift aerial carriers will bear 
their cargoes of mail, express and 
passengers to every corner of the 
globe.” 

Outlook for Big 1929 Record. 


A statistical estimate of the condi- 
tion of the industry appended to Sec- 
retary Lamont’s statement indicated 
that ff the present rapid growth in air 
transport operations continues during 
the remainder of the year, the oper- 
ations for 1929 will exceed the total 
for the last three years. 

The report estiniated that the mile 
age flown by air transport operaturs 
for the first half of 1929 would total 
8,000,000 miles as against 10,500,000 
for all of 1928, 5,870,489 for 1927 and 
4,318,087 for 1926. 

The average of miles flown dally by 
alr transport operators for the first 
half of the year, estimated to be 70,- 
000 miles, is almost three times as 
great as the average for all of 1928, 
which was 26,606, more than four 
times the average of 16,083 miles for 
1927 and almost seven times the aver- 
age of 10,830 miles for 1926. 


Thirty Thousand Miles of Airways. 


The total length of the airways net- 
work, estimated now to be 80,000 
miles, has Jumped from a total of 16,- 
667 miles at the close of 1928; 9,121 
miles at the close of 1927, and 8,404 
miles at the close of 1926. Ten thou- 
sand miles of airways, or one-third of 
the total, are lighted, as compared 
with 6,988 at the close of 1928; 4,468 
at the close of 1927, and 2,041 at the 
end of 1926. 

The greatest increnses were shown 
for the incom2-producing activities of 
alg, transport companies. It was es- 
timated that 40,000 passengers were 
carried during the first six months of 
1929, as against 35,000 fn all of 1928. 
8,679 in 1927, and 5,872 in 1926. Total 
mall carried was computed at 3.400,000 
pounds, as against 4,061,210 pounds ifn 
1928, 1,654,165 in 1927, and 810,855 in 
1926. Express volume was fixed at 
1,200,000, as against 2,000,000 for 
1928. 

There are now 45 companies oper- 
ating air transport lines, compared to 
37 at the close of 1828, 19 at the close 
of 1927, and 14 at the close of 1926. 
They have 400 airplanes in service, an 
increase from 300 at the close of 1928. 
128 at the close of 1927, and 69 at the 
close of 1926, 


Visitors Wreck Monkey’s 


Nerves in St. Louis Zoo 

St. Louis, Mo.—The seasonal epi- 
demic of nervous breakdowns among 
the monkeys of the St. Louis zoo is 
approaching. 

Watching the antics of human be- 
ings through. the bars of their cages 
all day is very distressing to the 
nerves of the monkeys, according to 
the magazine of the Zoological society. 
Every year, as summer crowds throng 
the primate house of the zoo,: several 
of the more impressionable monkeys 
collapse and give way to all sorts of 
complexes and mental ills. 

The victims are sent to a “rest 
house,” where the only human beings 
they have to look at are the keepers 
who feed them. Once a year all the 
monkeys in the zoo take their vaca- 
tions in the rest house. 


Gem-Eating Ostriches 


Lure Diamond Hunters 
Washingion.—The finding of 70 dia- 
monds in the craws of two ostriches 
killed by hunters in the southern part 
of the Kalahari desert ia South Af- 
rica has started a new -industry, 
“hunting ostriches for diamonds,” 
Samuel H. Day, trade commissioner 
at Johannesburg, has informed the 
Department of Commerce. One bird 
produced 58 diamonds and the other 
17, all of exceptional quality, it Is 
reported. These ostriches formerly 
roumed the Namaqualand district, 
where rich alluvia} diamond deposits 
are said to exist, and, having an eye 
for shining stones, included diamonds 
in their diet.

Air View of British Houses of Parliament, 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
S8oeclety, Washington. D. C.) 


HE British general election 
which recently turned the gov- 
ernment over to the Labor 
party and reversed numerous 
policies, also brought into-prominence 
the cabinet form of government which 
differs markedly from the form fol- 
lowed in the United States. During 
the past two decades one of the out 
standing world developments has been 
the spread of the responsible cabinet 
system, 
Before the World war broke up the 
autocracies of Europe, France was the 


.| Only. republic on. the continent. employ-~ 


ing the British form of cabinet govern- 
ment... Now the list includes, besides 
France; Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland, Germany, Czecho- 
slovakia, and Austria. 

Recent agitation to permit members 
of the United States cabinet to be pre- 
sent on the floor of the senate and 
house and to take part in debate on 
matters concerning their departments 
servers to bring out the differences be- 
tween the priviteges and duties of the 
cabinet members of various countries. 

To begin with, the “cabinet” of the 
United States is a cabinet in name 
only, for the government of the Unit- 
ed States is in no sense a “cabinet 
government” as are the governments 
of Great Britain and France, and 
those of a large number of the other 
leading countries of the wo:ld. There 
is not even formal sanction for the 
existence of our cabinet as an advis- 
ory council to the President. The 
members have an undoubted legal 
status as heads of the various admin- 


Ident. need. never call. them together. 
President Washington held no cabi- 
net meetings at first, and President 
Wilson did not call his department 
heads together for a period of many 
months. When the President does re- 
ceive the advice of his cabinet, he is 
under no obligation to follow it. 
Great Britain’s Cabinet. 

Great Britain is “the mother of cab- 
inets” as well as “the mother of par- 
Naments.” Her cabinet is not of a 
fixed size, and while most members 
are heads of departments, there may 
he members “without portfolio” who 
have no special duties. In direct con- 
trast to the situation in the United 
States, every member must be a mem- 
ber of either the lower or upper house 
of parliament. All have seats in both 
houses and therefore not only have the 
privilege of debating but also of vot- 
ing. Of greatest importance, when an 
Important vote in the house of com- 
mons goes against the cabinet its mem- 
bers must resign so as to permit a 
new cabinet, usually of/the opposing 
political party, to be formed. 

The cabinet, under the British sys- 
tem, is really a eommittee of the house 
of commons which the party in power 
permits to manage all executive af- 
fairs, and to shape and lead all legis- 
lative action. The cabinet {n action 
Is the real government; while it func. 
tions the prime minister is the real 
ruler, and parliament {is his instru- 
ment. 

But there are checks and balances. 
The house of commons can force thé 
resignation of the cabinet, and the 
cabinet can force the dissolution of 
the house. The matter is thus: put 
squarely up to the people, who elect 
another ‘house, from’ the majority 
party of which a new cabinet is 
chosen. ° : 

Practically all of the other part of 
the western world is under cabinet 
government. This includes all of Eu- 
rope except Russia, and. Switzerland. 
South Africa, and the French portions 
of. North Afriea. Canada brings a 
large part of North America into the 
cabinet column. In the East, Aus- 
tralia and.“New Zealand have, true 
cabinet .govérnments, Japan ‘has a 
slightly modified form, . and Chin a 
nomina' one.

cabinet or private apartment. Short- 
ly afterward England had two Ger- 


istrative departments, but the Pres- 


man kings who could not understand 
English, and the “cabinet council” wus 
permitted to meet without the sover- 
eign. By the time an English-speak- 
ing king came to the throne the cus- 
tom of excluding the king from cab- 
inet meetings had been firmly fixed.

where Magna Carta was signed 714 
years ago, 

Runnymede lies only five miles 
down the Thames from Windsor, the 
town which holds the most sumptuous 
of the palaces of the British kings 
and which gave its name as an Eng- 


r lish family name to the present mon- 


arch when, during the World war, his 
German name became unacceptable. 
The meadow its only some twelve or 
fifteen miles upstream from London— 
so close that the city’s citizen soldiers 
maintain a rifle range for practice on 
the edge of the famous tract. 

There {s a conflict of opinions as to 
whether Runnymede or Magna Carta 
island, Just off shore, was the site of 
the signing of the Great Charter. A 
generally accepted version of the his- 
toric incident states that the army of 
barons encamped on Runnymede, that 
King John’s followers remained on 
the opposite bank of the stream, and 
that the meetings between the mon- 
arch and the leading barons took 
place on the little island. A cottage 
on the {sland houses a stone slab on 
which it is asserted that the document 
was signed. 

Value of the Great Charter. 

Though the original “Articles of the 
Barons” were signed on June 15, 121h. 
the day on which they were presented, 
the provisions were not put in the 
form of a charter and executed by 
John until June 19; so this day also 
might lay claim to the title, “Magna 
Carta Day.” Four more days were 
taken up with the making of pro 
visions for carrying out the charter. 
During the entire period of a week 
and a day the baronial army remained 
encamped under arms at Runnymede, 
while King John rode over each day 
from his palace at Windsor. 

The Great Charter which was signed 
at Runnymede or on its nearby {sland 
has been pretty well accepted as the 
greatest document tn English history. 
Some commentators have gone so far 
as to see In it the creator of the Eng- 
lish constitution of today. Other Eng- 
lish students of the charter feel that 
it did not differ materially from other 
charters granted by earlier kings, but 
that it has been especially valuable on 
account of ‘the dramatic situation sur- 
rounding its signature and of the 
ideals, formulated because of the rev- 
erence for the document shown by 
subsequent generations, According to 
such views it harhored the germs 
which later developed into the writ 
of habeas corpus, trial by jury and 
the parliamentary- system, 

A very large part of Magna Carta 
was devoted to restraining the king’s 
‘taxfng powers and to setting out feu- 
dal procedure, the latter a field now 
wholly without practiéal interest. Nor 
were all the steps taken in Magna 
Carta forward steps. It sanctioned 
the trial by ordeal, provided credible 
witnesses were present. One para- 
graph provides that no one shall be 
urrested on the appeal of a woman, 
except on the charge of causing the 
death of her husband. The reason as- 
signed for this “reform” was that a 
woman could not prove her case in the 
judicial combat.

Now that fheaches and cantaloupes 


| are plentiful, the following  frutt 


dishes will add to 
the menus: 

Cantaloupe 

Cups.2—Cut small 
cantaloupes into 
halves, remove 
the seeds and 
most of the pulp, 
leaving enough to 
hold the shape. Cut the flesb removed 
into cubes. Cut some balls from the 
center of a alice ripe watermelon 
and add a few peaches and a banana 
or two and top off with white grapes, 
Place all in the metun cups except the 
grapes. Pour over a rich sirup of pine 
apple, peach and orange and lemon 
juices combined. Let stand on ice un- 
til the sirup has been absorbed by the 
fruit. Then beap into the cups; gur- 
afsh witb white grapes, 
Grape Juice Sherbet.—Dissolve one 
tablespoonful of gelatin in one-fourth 
cupful of water and stir into a cupful 
of heated grape juice. Add the grated 
tind of half a lemon and the juice of 
one lemon. Add one pint of rich milk 
or thin cream and freeze. Sugar is 
added to taste. 

Tutt) Fruttii—Dissolve one table 
spoonful of gelatin In a littie cold wa- 
ter and add to one pint of hot grape 
or pineapple juice; add one-half cupful 
of sugar. Take one cupful each of 
seeded grapes, peaches cut tnto bits, 
plums, and pears all peeled and cut 
into small pieces. Add one-half cup 
ful of pecan meats to the mold witb 
the white grapes and a bit of the gela 
tin, then pour in a part of the gelatin 
mixture, allow it to set, then arrange 
layers of the mixed fruits and more 
of the gelatin until all is used. Chill 
on ice and serve with a custard sauce 
or whipped cream. 

Baked Peach Batter Pudding.—Peel 


and halve a dozen peaches and remove ~ 


the stones. Place in a baking dish 
with the cavities up and fill with q 
little sugar and nutmeg; add a 
sprinkling of coconut and cover with a 
batter as follows: Mix a half cupful 
of sugar, one tablespoonful of butter, 
one cupful of milk, two eggs, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, Pour over the 
peaches and bake a half hour. Serve 
with cream, 

Peach Rice Pudding.—Peel and halve 
peaches and place in a baking dish, 
cavities up, and fill with chopped nut 
meats. Sprinkle with cinnamon and 
pour over a rice custard prepared with 
two eggs, one-half cupful of sugar, one 
cupful of cooked rice, and one-half 
cupful of thin cream or rich milk. 
Bake thirty minutes, Serve with 
cream, 

Fruit Soups. 

Fruit soups are great favorites 
among those who know them. Here 
are a few that 
are worth serving 
on a hot day for 
luncheon : 


Apple Soup.— 
rub through a 
sieve enough 
~ apple sauce to 
make a <upfele Mix a teaspoonful of 
cornstarch with a little culd water 
and cook in three cupfuls of boiling 
water. When well cooked, add the 
apple sauce, season either with galt 
or cinnamon, and serve either hot ‘or 
cold. 

Strawberry Soup.—Dissolve two tea- 
spoonfuls of arrowroot tn a little cold 
water and add to two cupfuls of straw- 
berry juice. Boil until it thickens, 
sweeten to taste and cool. Serve very 
cold in sherbet cups. 

Orange Soup.—Thicken the orange 
juice, or cook the cornstarch and wa- 
ter and add to the vrange juice and 
serve very cold in sherbet cups with 

a bit of orange peel on the top of each 
=e 

Lemon Soup.—Make a strong lem- 
ouade, thicken with arrowroot, covuk 
until well cooked, chill and serve with 
candied peel or with candied ginger. 

Swedish Soup.—Boil one-half cupful 
each of prunes and raisins very slowly, 
Sweeten and save the Hquid. Boil 
sago until clear, mix with the fruit 
juice and serve very cold. | 

Marquise Soup.—'l'ake two-thirds of 
red raspberry juice and one-third cur- 
rant juice sweetened, thickened with 
arrowroot and cooled Serve with 
Shredded almonds or candied peel. 

Grupe juice, pineapple juice, cherry 
juice all may be made toto cooling 
and delicious soups. 

Fruit juices may be combined with 
cracked ice and served and are espe 
cially enjoyed op a hot day. 

Canned fruit juice may be ased in- 
stead of the fresh fruit.
